To make A4 paper, begin with an 1 1” Valley-fold the Unfold the 

square, white side up. Valley-fold top edge down. bottom flap 

diagonally in half. Then valley-fold 
the bottom edge up to the crease. 



The A4 paper is complete. This 
is where you should cut off the 
shaded rectangle. However, if 
you are a stubborn purist, you 
can just pretend it doesn’t exist. 
In any case, turn the paper over. 



Now for the Envelope, 
Valley-fold diagonally. 



Valley, valley diagonalley. 
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Diagonalley, valley valley. 






And last but not least, valley-fold the envelope 
in half, slipping corners C and D into their 
appropriate slots. 



A nifty Envelope 
has been realized.
